County Counsel Ray T. Bullí­ 
an, J r . recommended that a 
hearing be held He said a permit 
could be granted with additional 
conditions requiring the const ruc­ 
tion at flood protection works if 
there is evidence at the hearing 
to what might be reasonably 
required either on or off the pre­ 
mise!.

Driving Habits 


' It is just as im portant to ‘win­ 
terize 
your driving habits as it 
is to winterize’ your automobile," 
advises Capt. L. W. Watson, head 
of the Indio Area office 
of 
the 
California Highway Patrol. 
"W inter-time driving differs con­ 
siderably from good w eather driv­ 
ing." 
Capt. 
Watson 
continued, 
"and requires different techniques. 
The principal difference, of course, 
is that a speed that m ay be safe 
on dry pavement could easily be 
much too fast on a wet, slippery 
street or highway. 
This 
means 
that slower speed is a must when 
driving during a rainstorm or in 
fog." 
The highway patrol official also 
noted that many winter sports en­ 
thusiasts will be driving to snow 
areas during the next few months 
He cautioned them to adjust their 
driving techniques to the existing 
conditions. 
"Driving on snow' o r ice. even 
with chains, is far m ore dangerous 
than driving under ordinary condi­ 
tions. The experts know that they

experienced 
drivers 
should 
follow the experts lead and also
